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PUBLIC CHARTER SCHOOL STUDENTS OUTPERFORM
TRADITIONAL PUBLIC SCHOOLS ON 2009 MEAP

5 of top 10 most proficient public school districts are charters; charters
outperform similar traditional districts on 13 of 15 tests; 63 charters
outperform statewide proficiency average

Lansing, MI - An analysis of the recently-released 2009 Michigan Education Assessment
Program (MEAP) test results confirms the strong academic performance of the state’s public
charter school students in grades 3-8.

The following are highlights from the 2009 MEAP test results:

> 5 of the top 10 public school districts in the state, based on overall proficiency on all
MEAP tests, are public charter schools. Hillsdale Preparatory School (Hillsdale) is the
top performing public school district in the state at 97.1% proficiency.

> The other public charters to earn top-10 school district status are Eagle Crest Charter
Academy (Holland); Canton Charter Academy (Canton); Cole Academy (Lansing);
South Arbor Academy (Ypsilanti) and Chandler Woods Charter Academy (Belmont).

» Students in 63 public charter schools exceeded the 82.0% statewide proficiency
average on all MEAP tests, and the 22 top-performing public charter schools
exceeded 90% proficiency in all subjects.

» Students in all public charter schools outperformed students in similar traditional
districts* on 13 of 15 MEAP tests administered.

» Students in public charter schools have shown steady and dramatic proficiency
increases from 2005 through 2009, and these current proficiency scores exceed
proficiency for students in similar traditional districts.

» 3" Grade - Reading: 78.8% - 83.7%; MATH: 79.6%-91.7%
« 6" Grade - Reading: 69.1% - 81.6%; MATH: 46.9%-73.9%
+ 8" Grade - Reading: 61.9% - 77.9%; MATH: 45.5%-56.1%

“We applaud our students, their parents, our dynamic teachers and those dedicated school
leaders who are helping to transform and improve public education across the state. This
research proves that public charter schools are meeting their promise,” said Dan
Quisenberry, president of the Michigan Association of Public School Academies (MAPSA).
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Additional regional highlights from the 2009 MEAP test results are as follows:

> Public charter school students in Detroit outperformed students in the Detroit Public
Schools on all 16 MEAP tests administered.

> In Detroit, when comparing the 49 charter schools to the local district:
«  71.5% of charter students were proficient in Math, compared to 62.5%
proficiency for DPS students, a 14.4% advantage.
«  74.0% of charter students were proficient in Reading, compared to 68.4%
proficiency for DPS students, a 8.2% advantage.

» In Grand Rapids, when comparing the 3 charter schools to the local district:
. 85.8% of charter students were proficient in Math, compared to 68.2%
proficiency for students in GRPS; a 25.8% advantage.
. 85.8% of charter students were proficient in Reading, compared to 68.8%
proficiency for students in GRPS; a 24.7% advantage.

» In Flint, when comparing the 4 charter schools to the local district:
. 72.8% of charter students were proficient in Math, compared to 64.4%
proficiency for students in Flint Public Schools, a 13.0% advantage.
. 72.0% of charter students were proficient in Reading, compared to 63.8%
proficiency for students in Flint Public Schools, a 12.9% advantage.

» In Lansing, when comparing the 6 charter schools to the local district:
«  70.7% of charter students were proficient in Math, compared to 69.1%
proficiency for students in Lansing Public Schools, a 2.3% advantage.
«  72.3% of charter students were proficient in Reading, compared to 74.8%
proficiency for students in Lansing Public Schools, a 3.5% disadvantage.

“We are encouraged by the overall performance of our students. The primary mission of
education reform is to create the type of 21st century schools in which all children can
achieve. These scores indicate continued success, which must be expanded, and in that
regard, we still have much work to do,” said Quisenberry.
